F. No. IPC|4|.5| (152) 190-93.—Attention is invited 
to the Import and Export Policy for April 1990— 
Marcli 1993, published under the Ministry of Com¬ 
merce Public Notice No. 1TTC(PN) 190-93 dated 
the 30th March, 1990, as amended. 

2. Notwithstanding what has been provided in the 
fmijoit and Export Policy. 1990-93 (Volume I) as 
tmended and Hand Booh ol Procedures April 1990— 
March 1993 (Volume I) as amended, all Actual 
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Users other than those in thg Small Scale sector and 
those engaged in the manufacture of life saving drw^s 
and life saving equipment will be rcquitied to meet 
with the requirements of raw materials, components, 
consumables and spares including iron and steel and 
ferro-alloy raw materials appearing in the Limited 
pcjmissible List against REP Licences. ThCv will not 
be eligible for grant of Supplementary Licences for 
import of Limited Per-missible Items as provided for 
in the Import and Export Policy and Hand Booh of 
Procedures, Imixrrt of such items will have to be 
made by them against REP licences rvhich are freely 
transferable. In respect of such inqxirts the require¬ 
ment of obtaining certification of essentiality and in¬ 
digenous clearance will not be requiretl. 

3. Attention is also invited to the provisions coit- 
tained in Paragraphs 63 ami 64 of the Import and 
Export Policy, 1990-93 (as amended) about the im¬ 
port of Open General Licence items listed in Appen¬ 
dix 6 of the Import and Exprort Policy. Actual User.s 
subject to Phased Manufacturing PTxrgrammc of In- 
digenisation will not be required to follow List Attes¬ 
tation procedure. They will also have to meet Tvitli 
their import requirements of listed Open General 
Licence items tlirough the REP licences. The pro¬ 
vision contained in paijagraph 64A of the Import and 
Export Policy, 1990-93 (Volume I) requiring an ac¬ 
tual user to obtain Open General Licence Import En- 
titlemcnt Certificate also stands dispensed witlT in the 
case of actual users subject to phased manufacturing 
programme of indigenisation. 

4. The facility of repeat operation of Supplemen¬ 
tary licences and Automatic licences contained in 
Paragraphs 66 and , 67 of the Import and Exjmrt 
Policy will also not be available to actual users other 
than those in the small scale sector and tlios^ engag¬ 
ed in the manufacture of life saving drugs and etjuip- 
ment. 

5. Actual Users engaged in the manutacLure and 
supply of tailor-made capital goods, as listed in Ap¬ 
pendix 4 of tlic Import and Export Policy 1990-93 
(Volume I) will also be required to meet with tlieir 
requirements tlirough the REP licences. The provision 
contained in Parapaph 71 of the Import and Export 
Policy for grant of Supplementary licences to such 
actual Users for import of raw materials, components, 
and consumables stands deleted. 

6. The provision contained in Paragraph 80 of 
the Import and Export Policy, 1990-93 for grant of 
licences for import of after-sales services spares to 
the manufacturers of machinery and equipment! 
listed in Appendix 9 of the said Import Policy 
stands deleted. Requirements of aftcr-salcs service 
spares wiU have to be met such manufactures 
through the REP licences. 
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7. Attention is also invited to Ministry of Com¬ 
merce Public Notice No. 83-ITC (PN) 190-9.3 dated 
the (ith November, 1990; No- 124-ITC (PN) |90-93 
dated the 5th February, 1991 ; and No. 169-ITC 
(PN) |90-93 dated the 28th June, 1991, shifting inter- 
alia unlisted raw materials, components, consumable.s 
and spares from Open General Licence to the Limit- 
c-d Permissible List frpm 6th November, 1990 to the 
31st July, 1991. Such unlisted raw materials, compo¬ 
nents, consumables and spares will continue to be 
in the limited Permissible List during the remaining 


period of the current Import and Export Policy and 
.same items can be imported tlirough the REP licence. 
The relevant provisions contained in Appendix 6 of 
the Import and Export Policy stand deleted. 

8. The above amendments in the Import and Ex¬ 
port Policy have been made in public interest.
